Four Honprep Lives.—On Tacsday af- 
ternoon a telegram was received in London 
from Lloyd's agent at Nieu Dioppo, on the 
coast of Holland, briefly communicating the 
terriblo intelligence that an omigrant ship 
had been wreoked, and nearly four hundred 
norsons drowned, during the recent gales. 
Tho ill fated ship was the Wilbemsborg, 
Captain Kross, commander, built in 1853, 
ied upwards of 1200 tons burdon, She 
left Hamburg in tho carly part of last week 
for Australia, and is reported to havo had 
abont four hundred German ewigrants on 
board. Sho had also a cargo of goncral 
merchandise. It would seom that sho had 
séarocly cleared the Elbe before the awful 
gale of Thureday was encountered ; and, 
the wind blowing direot upon tho land, the 
rhip was unable to got an offing clear of the 
long lino of low shoals which abound on this 
partofthecoast. Sho was brought up at ber 
anchor ; but the furious gale and tho heavy 
waves from tho North Sea, no doubt, quite 
overwholmed tho vessel, and sho wos driven 
on tho Selling Bank,—a dangerous shoal 
near tho entrance of the Zaydor Zeo, whoro 
sho speedily began to break up. Of four 
hundred porsons on board, only forty-four 
are reported to have boon eaved, Probably 
no portion of tho coost of the north of Eu- 
Tops ruffered #6 much from the tremendous 
efvcts of the late storm on this line of coast.

Prize Fighting and Training—Heenan’s 
Condition 


(From the Landon Lancet) 

As much misapprehension exists in the 
public mind respecting the condition of| 
Heenan before and after bis late contest with 
King, tho followiog authentic particulars 
may uot be without interest :-—Four or five 
hours after tho termination of tho fight on 
the 10th inst,, he arrived at a friend's 
house in London. Mr. J. F. Olorke saw| 
him immediately. Ho was then suffering 
from great exhaustion. His face was con.| 
alderdtly disfigured, ond there was a cut 
on tho right side of the upper lip about} 
half an inch in length, which required a 
stitch. There wero no bruises of any con- 
sequence about tho body, but there were a} 
few scratches on tho chest, Tho action of 
the hoart was very feeble, and the pulse 
scarcely perceptible, Sui'a lo medicines wore 
resorted to, under the intluence of which he 
gradually improved notil the 13th. On 
the evening of that day he had a fainting 
fit. On tho 14th De. Tanner saw him in| 
consultation with Mr. Clarke. Ho was 
then weak, his nights had been restless, and 
there was considerable uncasinesson taking 
a deep inspiration. On examining him, all 
marks about the chest had nearly disap- 
peared, while tho bruises: upon tho face 
were evidently quickly fading. The cut 
in his upper lip had hoaled. The right 
nasal bone was loosened from its articula- 
tions; but there was no fracture. On care- 
fully practising ausculation, the heart’s ac- 
tion was found to be feeble, though there 
was no bruit, the valves acting efficiently. 
The pulse was woak, very compressible, 
and rather above 100. The left lung was 
healthy; but over the apex of the right 
there was dullness, with evident sigus of 
congestion. On cither side at the back of 
the neck there was considerable stiffness, 
which was ascertained to exist chiefly in 
tho tendinous attachments of the trapezius 
muscle to the occipital bone, ligsmentum 
nuchm, dorsal vertebra, and spine of the 
scapula. The immense development of tho 
muscles about the shoulders and chest was 
very remarkable, They stood out promi- 
nently, and as little encumbered with fat as 
if they had been cleancd by the scalpel. 
In firmness they resembled cartilage. The 
same conditions were also apparent in the 
recti muscles of the abdominal wall, the 
tendinous intersections (liuew transvers@) 
of which were strongly marked. . Bat with 
all this splendid development it was evident 
that Heenan bad received a shock from 
which his system was ouly slowly recover- 
ing ; though whether this loss of power was 
due to the punishment received in the fight 
or to the hard training which he bad’ pre- 
viously undergone, may be a disputed point. 
As physiologists, it seems tous highly prob- 
able that his training had been too prolong- 
od and toosevere. When Heenan went ia- 
to training on Wednesday the 23rd of Sep- 
tember—just eleven weeks before the match 
—his weight was L5st.7ib. Ashe stepped 
into the ring on the 10th instant ho was ex- 
actly ldst, At the samd time King weigh- 
ed 18st., though he was threo quarters of 
an inch tallor than Heenan, whose height is 
6ft. 1fin. Those who know what severe 
training means will, perhaps, agree with us 
that Heenan was probably in better condi- 
tion five weeks betore mecting his antago- 
nist than on tle morning of his defeat, al- 
though when he stripped for fighting the 
lookers-on all agreed that he seemed to 
promise himself an casy victory, while ex- 
ulting in bis fine proportions aod splendid 
muscular devevelopment. It is now clear- 
ly proved that Heenan went into the con- 
test with much more muscular than vital 
power. Long before he bad met with any 
severe punishment—indced, as ho states, at 
the close of the third round—he felt faint, 
breathed with much difficulty, and, as he 
described it, his respiration was * roaring.” 
Ho declares that he received moro severe 
treatment at the bands of Sayors than ho 


did from Kiog; yet at the termination of 
the former fight, which lasted upwards of 
two hours, he was so fresh as to leap over 
two or threo hurdles, and distance many of 


bis friends in the race. It was noticed on 
the present occasion that his physique had 
deteriorated, and that be looked much older 
than at his last appearance in the ring.— 
Without offering any opinion as to the me- 
rite of the combatants, it is certain that 
Heenan was in a stato of very deteriorated 
health when ho fuved his opponent, and it
